N Engiand, as well as in Ireland, hay has 
| become the most important farm crop. 
The acreage of hay harvested in England 
and Wales exceeds ©,000,000 acres, and the 
worth of the crop is estimated at well over 
£20,000,000. Compared with the short yields cf 
1929, the crops obtained this year have been 
generally very satisfactory. . With. good su; 
piles of the basic fodder on hand abd cetéals 
at unattractive sellang prices, stéck-owners 
should get through next winter with a mini- 
mum expenditure on feeding-stuffs. The fact 
that it will he possible to give more hay -in 
place of straw will further diminish >the 
quantities of cakes*and meals to be boiight.” 


Value of Hay.

giving the figures for the protein. content 
e two fodders. Hay.of varying qualities 
mntain from 7 to 12$.per cent, of pre- 
but, as its fibfe content is fairly: large, 
digestibility of this protein is consider- 
eblvy less than it would be in the case of a 
more coneentrated food, so that the .aetual 
digestible protein in the hay “will only range 
from 34 to 8} per cent., with an average of 


6 or 54 per cent. 


Straw Compared. 

The crude protein in oat, barley and wheat 
sivaw will run between.3 and 4 per-cent-:; and 
as this ig even more difficult to digest than 
that of hay, it is found that the digestible 
protein cannot be put at much -more than 
one per cent. in the case of oat straw. and is 

little as.0.5 per cent. in wheat straw. 

How this affects the feeding value is easily 
realised by comparing the amounts of protejn 
supplied by 20lb. oí. hay and 20lb. -of eat 
straw Taking the digestible protein only 
into consideration, 20]b. of the poorest hay 
should supply the animal with. about 0.7Ib. 
protein, and “the same

custom to feed cotton cakes with straw for 
the purpose-ef. making it capable of -noyrish- 
Ing the animal properly. 


Need for-Carétin-Feeding. 

When hay iS. plentiful there is the tempta- 
tion to give it- ia les. that.may be too 
lavish for tairy chttle “It is now well known 
that to give dairy cows so much fodder as 
they will clear up impairs the efficiency of 
the ration, und may acthally dimmish: rather 
than increasé-the-milk ‘yieltt:“~ “A cow can 
properly digest onlyabout 30lb. of dry matter 
daily. If given se much as 40ib. — winch 
would frequently be consumed when the cows 
get hay ad dib.—the stomach accommodation 
is overtaxed, and probably only 25Ib. (instead 
of 30lb.) are digested, withthe result that 
the milk yield is depressed. Modern feeding 
experts holdif.as-an asiem that the roughage 
part of the dairy o's ration: shotttd be: con- 
trolled, and thát about 201b. of hay. is the 
maximum which should - he fed to heavy 
milkers. The. remainder-t.e., the productive 
part of the ration—will.he given-in the form 
of cakes or meals. Straw should never be fed 
to heavy-Yieldihg cows, because of its relative 
indigestibility.

W os his pastures “ soft, watery and 

lacking im nutriment ” and in some 
places “ sodden,”’ his milk yields be- 
law those_ol a wear ago, aud butter consider- 
abty de “In~ price; hts hay ““ below 
average quality,’, where it was not 
‘damaged by flooding,’ his oats “ badly 
tossed,”” barley ‘‘ unevenly ripened’ and 
‘‘ below -average ‘quality’’; with potato 
disease Spreading’ rapidly, and cattle, which 
have ‘‘ suffered in .coudition,” in “ Weaken- 
ing demand” (hoth for stores’ and fat 
cattle), no surprise need. be -felt -if the -farmer 
suffering from” one or more of these officially 
reported disasters should ask impatiently of 
what use it is for the Department of Agri- 
culture to report these facts, of which he is 
already only too well aware! The question 
is capable of a juslifving answer, but as a 
Cautionary. reminder to all who write for the 
farmer's’ benefit that but little of the letter- 
press published fer him seems to him to 
justifv its cost. especially when .that cost 
is a charge on the taxes. Indeed, the aver- 
sion of farmers—-and not in Treland solely— 
from Officially ‘issved matter is a problem 
not only for officials and journalists, but for 
the whole .agricultural industry. There are 
only ‘two means of bringing home new facts 
and new ideas to the man behind the plough. 
If he does not read. or, if he reads with the 
fixed idea that printed matter is merely 
“ dope,’’ he restricts himself to oral sources 
of information that is seldom authoritative. 
In both resvects, nerhaps, there has been 


someé.impravement.in the last. decade, but it 
i¢ still true that the average farmer leads an 
‘isolated ‘existence: and thet neither print ner 
living speech influerices. his. mind and his 
‘practice as spéedily as-is desirable.

But, in so far as it is a resume 
oí past and unalterable conditions, we fear 
its-- value will be discounted, and for prac- 
tical reasons, we think. the advice given 
might he printed so as to catch the eye 
better. 


The Farmer and the Agricultural 
Economist. 


It is. however, in respect of agricultural 
economics that the gap between reader and 
writer Is widest. Vwe nolice it ev AA here 
we have sc far this yeal evxamuned, perhaps, 
2.000 issues of agricultural letterpress—and 
we know there is difficulty in bridging it. 
To an ordinary farmer much of the work 
done on his behali Ly statisticlans seems of 
little value. vet statistics—however dull they 
seem--are the life breath of agriculiural 
economics. It might pav farmers, fer in 
stance. and it: should interest them, to know 
that during 1929 the average price for 112Ib. 
of wheat in Leinster for each of the first 
three gquarlerly periods was . uniicrin, 
9; 6d... and that in the last quarter 
only was there variation — a drop. of 4d. 
Ulster farmers may like to know that their 
wieat average. price for the June quarter was 
the highest for the year, 12s. 6d.; or Con- 
naught farmers-that their price is not listed. 
(Is it not worth Itsting?*) Again, it is not un- 
important to note that the . highest 
average price for eces was 23s. per 
120. and was reached in Ulster in the De- 
cember quarter, whilst. the lowest averace 


was touched, naturally, in the June quarter, 
and in Munster. But why in Munster? The | 


question brings us to the kernel of thus ques- 
tion of statistics, oe 


Dull Details: 


Farmers might spend an hour or two work 
ing out the facts just cited, and scores of 
others from their source, the detailed tables 
in the last two issues of the Journal of the 
Department of Agriculture; but we. fear they 
do not, and we think we knew why. They 
need a key. Without exposition these figures 

potentially valuable, no doubt, to statisti 
cians and publicists—remain as if printed in 
cypher for the farming mind:7 From one point 
of view they are too much *for him; they 
need working out. From another standpoint 
they are insufficient.. Would the Doriegal far- 


helding, but pessimistic about fawning, who 
discussed his affairs with us sonie days ago. 
interest himself in Ulster averages? His stan- 
dards are Donegal averaves. To meet his 
requirements not less, but more, money and 
man power shotld be spent upon statistical 
work. Perliaps before. they ‘could reach 
downto him (for-we-do not envisage him 
buying the Department s Journey the cost 
of publication and distribution would prove 
prolubitive. There are, we notice, no prices 
for milk or butter in these lists. but. datryvin’ 
is not forgotten. An article on “ Value of 
the Common: Tests- for -Purity as Applied’ to 
Irish Winter-made Butter’’ appears in the 
same issue of the Jowrnal—a highly technica) 
article; winch should “prove #bsorhingly in 


teresting to manacers of the creameries cited in 


the. article. But such a techniqve is not 
easily intelfigible to the lay mind, It is not. 
of course, Calculated to instruct the average 
farmer, 


More Statistical Discussion. 

Yet it is for the average farmer that the 
Department is really run, and the question 
recurs—and applies in Northern Ireland and, 
no doubt, in Britain—how is he to be reached 
and helped by printed official matter? We 
think some of-it might be more simply cen- 
veyed; and, indeed, we have found. officials 
anc official literature mantully struggling to 
make” technicalities clever. But; “even in 
farming matters, ch lies at. the 
bottom. of, the Wall, and. the in- 
tervening water is ®ot always transparent 
Perhaps, we can cf trust to slow: educative 
precesses, begun in the school garden and 
continued by itmerary agricultural instruc- 
tors, to get the farmer to read more, and to 
make an effort to understand what is “ writ- 
ten for his learning.” But we believe fuller 
clues are necessary im regard to statistical 
data if these are to affect. farmers’ work 
practically. We are convinced the. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is doing its best. and 
Mr. Hooper’s lucid treatment of the statistics 
he issues. is admirable. And.we admit that 
the data themselves are often intractable and 
refuse the simplification which all but the 
most literate readers demand. Yet there re- 
main, we think, certain tracts of charted fact 
issued in the Journal’s tables, which might 
be made clearer. 

Would it not be useful to farmers and 
worth some expense to discuss, even con- 
jeeturally, whv the average price for cows 
and bulls in the June quarter of 1929 was 
£14 for Munster, hut £19 13s, 6d. for Con- 
naught, and why this, the highest average for 
the year, beats the Munster ficure for the 
March quarter (£12 19s. 3d.) by over fifty 
per cent.; or, again, why bulls and cows 
come into the same undifferentiated list of 
prices. By one means or another the main 
facts bearing on this industry shonld be 
brought home to farmers’ minds, This is 
one public activity in which the. practice of 
economies would prove expensive in the long 
run.

Hence the necessity for trap-nesting during 
this period :.it-4as by choosing breeders with 
good winter egg records that the average of 
the laving “flocks can be raised. and nó bird 
whore winter record is under thirty ‘should 
be put in the breeding pen the following 
ccason. As no amount of summer eggs will 
comvensate for feeding a bird which gives 
ne returns in autumn and winter, great care 
should be taken in choosing the laying flocks, 
and, setting acide “the question of breed, 
there are certain rules which should guide 
one in this important work. 


Points of a Good Layer. 

Always note that: 

(1) “The “best ece-produeers 
smalk-or Svedium-sized birds of the flock, 
in addition, they have rather small, fine 
leads. 

(2) The eyes should be very bright and 
pro ninent * never hollow or dull. 
~ (3) Their habits will be alert and active. 
though in careful hands they will .be quite 
fame. 

(4) On handling they should be found to 
be in good condition. without surplus fet: 
the breast bone should he short, allowing for 
a large space between the end of the breast 
bone and the pelvic bones. The skin over 
this part should be soft to the touch: a harsh 
skin is a sure sign of a bad layer. 

(5) The pelvic bones should be thin. and. 
ii a bird is about to lay, they will be well 
sprun'y anart. 

Te addition to the above avalifications, the 
hirds choren should be healthy and sound to 
all apperrances; they shoald not have de- 
fects such .as.crooked, breasts; thev should 
be well matured, havine good colour in 
combs. ear lobes “and shanks. This an- 
nies to publets: but when deciding on which 
hens io keep for a second season choose the 
late moulters, as they are invrriably the best 
tavere. - These that have heen leaving all alonz 
will have lost most” of +4hé. piement. from 
beek. shanks and skin. while the “ duds” 
will show coarseness of head. bone and legs. 
and still retain a good colour. 


Care of the Flock. - 

When changing the birds from colony 
houses, portables. ete.. or when installing 
newly purchased ones in the permanent lay- 
ing quarters, always move them in at dusk.

PRECAUTIONS IN PRESERVING 


VEGETABLES. 


Housewives should take due precautions in 
preserving vegetahles to see that they are 
properly cleaned and sterilised before hottlin« 
or canning. While the préservation of frutt 
is simple and safe, that of vegetables, owint 
te their different chemical composition and 
lialility to contamination by soil bacteria, re- 
quires ‘ereater care and more comulicated pro- 
cess. Strict cleanliness in removing all traces 
of soil before preserving the vecetables is 
essential io ensure success. 

Manv of the soil hacteria which eome in 
contact with vecetables can survive immer- 
sion in boiling’ water for ‘two hours or loner, 
and it is of the utmost importance to destroy 
these bacteria and their snores during the 
preserving process, For this purnose it is 
essential to, boil the vecetabies for various 
periods either in an aqueous. solution of salt 
end lemon-juice at a termerature of 212 de“, 
F. or in a pressure cooler or antoclave cun- 
taining plain water at a temnerature of 240 
des, F. Cerre.is abso renvired on openin- a 
bottle or tin of. preserved vecetahles, - He the

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HOME. CHEESE-MAKING.

A VALUABLE FOOD. 
T x manufacture of small cheese for 


home consumption can be undertaken 

with success on the farm, with but 
very. little initial ‘expense as the. “ plant ” 
required is neither large nor castly and most 
of the utensils used in butter-making can be 
satisfactorily employed in turning. ont this 
highly nutritive food. The only essentials 
are cheese moulds, cheese cloths and rennet 
extract; if there is po dairy it can be made 
in any clean well ventilated room and cured 


“in a pantry or dry cellar. A temperature 


of'from 58 degrees F. to 60 degrees F. is the 
most _suitable for ripening;. extremes of 


temperature either high or low: spoil the 


cheese. 

The milk used: for cheese-making should 
he- pure: whele new -miik; it should be per- 
fectly clean and. free from. taints; it. may be 


either mixed might’s and morning's milk or 


all morning's milk. 
“Since: it takes at least two and a half 
gallons of milk to make one pound of. butter 


‘and only one. gallon of milk to mike one 


pound of- cheese, the casein as’ well as the 
fat being utilised in the ‘latter’ case, 
consequently more food is obtained by the 
conversion of milk into cheese than into 
butter. It is rather strange that more 
darmers do not -‘manufacture cheese for home 
use, seeing that it is such a valuable article 
of diet and that about two and a half 
gállons oí apilk will make a suitable family 
cheese. i 

Cottage Cheese. 

. There will be required two milk pails, one 
of three gallons capacity and the other 
slightly larger: a thermometer, a tin disc of 
about 35-inch diameter; a cheese mould, size 
about 6 inches by 4 inches, with a wooden 
follower; a butter board and weichts 7. 14, 
23 and. 55lhs., and’ eheese ~ muslin, besides 
which there will he needed iieuid rennet of a 
recognised driry brand, and salt. 

To mate, strain 24 callons of milk through 
the muslin into the smaller pail and stand it 
in the other nl, which should contain water 
at 90 deg. F, ov at a temveratare necessarv 
to bring the milk up to 86 deg. F Add 
four tablespoons of soured milk or 
fresh buttermilk to produce the  neces- 
sary acidity. \fter stirring it in leave for 
about half an hour. and then mix one tea. 
speon of rennet with half a cunful of cold 
water, and stir earefully into. the milk for 
three minntes, after which gently agitate the

ORIGIN OF THE FUND. 

The Boulter Fund was created about. four 
hundred years ago by an Archbishop named 
Roulter, it was for the purchase of gle 
for clergymen, but, as it was found difficult 
to obtain glebe lands, tithes were to be 
purchased to make the income of clergymen 
up to £60 a year. Subsequently this sum 
was raised by legislation to a year. 
The fund amounted, it is supposed, to about 
£140,000, and by the Irish Church Act com- 
nensation was to be paid to the Irish Church 
in respect of parishes whete no endowment 
had been given. There were three such 
parishes in the diocese of Cashel and Emly 
which were not in receipt of endowments in 
lien of glebes. : 

Li was contended by the local Committee 
of the Representative Church Body that these 
annuities and further sums which were paid 
by the Representative Body to the diocese 
were terminable annuities, and, in any case. 
they were not legally payable as stipends of 
the cergy over and above the two hundred 
a vear. At the time of the disestablishment 
a clause was inserted in the Disestablishmen: 
Act of 1869 attaching all the monies which 
had been given by Parliament as endow- 
ments, provided that these endowments were 
claimed within a certain period. e three 
parishes referred to made this claim and 
they continued to draw the interest on the 
capital. 

It was contended by the local Committee 
of the Church Body that these endowments 
would have merged into the general funds of 
the Church.
